They tell'me that thousands hJid tho.usands of years ago,when this country wasa- 
steaming field of volcanoesphere wore many small .bodio.s of water formed,Through 
some unknown.process.mar.y different colore'd chemicals permiated these ponds pud 
created many beautiful designs. ’As time passed these small lakes slowly.Abegan 
to harden'until aft.e,r; many-centuries they became'petrified, ' During the'ice 'age- 
these petrified ponds were-broken up into many small rocks till today one seldom 
finds any agates weighing over five poinds. Some people believe this story 
is just a 'legend, but bthers claim it is the best explaMiation known. 

There are very'feW places in the United States where agates are found. Some 
agate-, 'fields are located in California, the Dakotas and Montana. The Montana, 
'agates are said to be the best and most beautiful in the country.
